Over the past two weeks we have 
expressed our views on some of the 
candidates running for office in the 
Democratic Primary coming up 
May 4. In the past we have never 
endorsed candidates down at the 
county level because most people 
have a good chance of meeting these 
office seekers and making up their 
own minds. 
But this year we feel an obligation 
to stretch this point a little and 
express our views on the race for 
County Judge. 
Last week we expressed our 
displeasure with 
a 
candidate 
because he gave us so much trouble 
over our efforts to create a hospital 
district and this week we want to 
support a man for the help he gave in 
putting these districts across down 
at Austin. 
This man of course is Leon 
Thurman, our present County 
Judge. He stood up and was counted 
when the chips were down during the 
hearings in Austin and without his 
voice in the matter we could have 
been in serious trouble. 
And as an elected official it would 
have been easy to stay back in the 
background and not run the risk of 
making anyone mad. But Leon 
didn’t and for this we owe him a debt 
of gratitude. 
Another reason to support Leon 
for this job is that he is the only 
candidate who is a practicing at­ 
torney. There are those who will try 
to tell you that this is not important 
but in a county the size of Jones 
there are many times when the 
County Judge must know his law. 
One of his main functions as a judge 
is to settle probate matters and this 
is not a matter that you would want 
a rank amateur fooling with. 
Leon has served us well over the 
years and we can see no reason for 
making a change at this time. 


Once before in the space we noted 
/ that it was hard to beat an in­ 
cumbent because he always seems 
I to get a little extra help here and 
there. In the case of Finnell it was 
telephone calls paid for by the state 
and now it turns out the state is 
paying for his newspaper sub­ 
scriptions. 
Now we find that in the case of 
Elmer Martin it may be his cam­ 
paign manager who is getting paid 
by the state. 
Back in January Martin hired 
former Colorado City newspaper­ 
man Joe Bell as an $800 a month

And What Have You

Those of you who are planning to 
follow the track team to the state 
meet in Austin next weekend need to 
remember to vote absentee in the 
Democratic Primary on or before 
Tuesday, Apr. 30. 
Unfortunately, the only way you 
can vote absentee now is to go to the 
County Clerk’s office in the court­ 
house in 
Anson during regular 
office hours. Under the election laws 
of this state only those who are out of 
the county during the entire time of 
the absentee period may vote by 
mail. Because of this most of us will 
have to make the trip to Anson to 
vote. 
Wouldn’t it have been nice to have 
a film of the Regional meet in 
Odessa Saturday? Even those who 
were there would enjoy seeing a 
delayed replay of the Piper sweep of 
the meet. That’s the only trouble 
with track is that the races are over 
so ‘sudden-like.’ You just don’t have 
much time to enjoy the skill and 
talent involved. 
For those of you who have been 
asking, the State Class AA track 
meet will be on Friday again this 
year with the high jump starting at 
6:30 p.m. and the running events 
starting at 7:30. 


Over the past two weeks we have 
expressed our views on some of the 
candidates running for office in the 
Democratic Primary coming up 
May 4. In the past we have never 
endorsed candidates down at the 
county level because most people 
have a good chance of meeting these 
office seekers and making up their 
own minds. 
But this year we feel an obligation 
to stretch this point a little and 
express our views on the race for 
County Judge. 
Last week we expressed our 
displeasure 
with 
a 
candidate 
because he gave us so much trouble 
over our efforts to create a hospital 
district and this week we want to 
support a man for the help he gave in 
putting these districts across down 
at Austin. 
This man of course is Leon 
Thurman, our present County 
Judge. He stood up and was counted 
when the chips were down during the 
hearings in Austin and without his 
voice in the matter we could have 
been in serious trouble. 
And as an elected official it would 
have been easy to stay back in the 
background and not run the risk of 
making anyone mad. 
But Leon 
didn’t and for this we owe him a debt 
of gratitude. 
Another reason to support Leon 
for this job is that he is the only 
candidate who is a practicing at­ 
torney. There are those who will try 
to tell you that this is not important 
but in a county the size of Jones 
there are many times when the 
County Judge must know his law. 
One of his main functions as a judge 
is to settle probate matters and this 
is not a matter that you would want 
a rank amateur fooling with. 
Leon has served us well over the 
years and we can see no reason for 
making a change at this time. 


Once before in the space we noted 
that it was hard to beat an in­ 
cumbent because he always seems 
to get a little extra help here and 
there. In the case of Finnell it was 
telephone calls paid for by the state 
and now it turns out the state is 
paying for his newspaper 
sub­ 
scriptions. 
Now we find that in the case of 
Elmer Martin it may be his cam­ 
paign manager who is getting paid 
by the state. 
Back in January Martin hired 
former Colorado City newspaper­ 
man Joe Bell as an $800 a month

I would like to write each of you a personal letter, hut this is not possible. Of course 
there are com puter techniques available that would allow me to write your address as 
if it were a personal letter and even to call you by your first name. This teciinique also 
allows a candidate to say last minute-things without fear of being answered. I decided 
against direct mail: it isn’t really personal and it is expensive. I’ll he glad to talk with 
you about my stand on any issue.
